Equipment Will Begin with Suburban 
Lines, Says President Underwood. 


NEWARK, Oct. 10.—‘“ Electricity will 
play a great part in the future develop- 
ment of railroads,’ said President Under- 
wood of the Erie to-day. “It now takés 
five engines to get a freight train over 
the fifteen miles of rcad to the top of the 
mountains between Susquehanna and De- 
posit. There will be a great saving in 
operating expenses when the Summit elec- 
trical plant is=ready. 

‘*A committee is considering the elec- 
trical equipment of the line. At first this 
equipment will be in suburban territory. 
It has been demonstrated that electrical 
service is all right there. Arrangements 
are being made for the installation of the 
most modern and efficient railway signal 
service in the market.”

That he had never taken any steps to 
ascertain whether some of the agents 
were making too much money, although 
he had a general impression that such 
was the case under the commission sys- 
tem which the Mutual is now supplanting 
with a salaried agent system. 

That he never asked his son, Robert H. 
McCurdy, in the vears in which Robert 
H. was a member of Charles H. Raymond 
& Co., what his share of the profits of 
that business were. 

That his son had never told him what 
his share of the profits of Raymond &

Not Self-Perpetuating. 


Assemblyman Rogers of the committee 
then took up the questioning and asked 
about the appointment of the Committee 
on Salaries. President McCurdy said it 
was appointed by the Finance Committee 
from its own membership, the latter, of 


course, acting as a representative of the 
beard. Mr. Hughes thereupon jumped to 
the matter of proxy held by the manage- 
ment. He asked whether the fact* that 
the Trustees of the Mutual were elected 
by virtue of the 25,000 proxies that the 
management has held continuously for a 
number of years meant in effect that the 
management had power to constitute the 
Board of Trustees as it wished, and was 
therefore virtually self-perpetuated. Mr. 
McCurdy replied that as he considered it 
the continued possession of proxies was 
au indication that the policy holders had 
sufficient confidence in the management, 
not only to pay their money to it, but to 
give it power to represent them in the 
annual elections. He said that, consider- 
ing the vast territory covered by the pol- 


icy holders of a company like the Mutual, | 


he saw no other way to hold elections. 

Mr. McCurdy went on to explain his 
idea that the management has not abso- 
lute power over the board. He said that

What Insurance Is For. 


Mr. McCurdy continued thus: 

“It is an entire misconception of the 
function of a life insurance company to 
consider it as a company organized for 
the benefit of making money, or of de-

of what is called a mutual company-—it 
is not a mutual company mainly because 
it can elect a certain number of men 
Directors, and every policy holder has a 
right to cast a vote in person for a Di- 
rector, or to send a proxy—that is not 
what makes a mutual company—it is not 





| During the eighteen years up to 1901, when 
| that increase in salaries was made, the com- 
pany had increased its assets $242,000,000. 
| Without going through, Mr. Chairman and Mr. | 
Hughes, the details of this, in the year 1885, | 
| the total income of the company was §$20,214,- 
000, and at the end of 1904 it was $81,200,000, | 
or a fain in the twenty years of $60,000,000 
;of income. 

The total disbursements meanwhile increased |

As I told you, the company was practically 
stationary at that time New business 
time was $46,548,000 down to the year 1884. In 
1904 the new business transacted and paid for— 
and I want to draw a distinction right here: 
That does not mean business written, as it is 
called, policies issued and charged to an agent 
and returned after the end of the year, taken 
or not taken as the be; but this 
means policies actually written, actually ts 
sued, accepted by the insured and the first 
premium paid in full in cash. That is the way 
out statements were made and have: been for 
many years. We do not issue any statements 
which show simply the business written, at all, 
but the policies actually issued and paid for by 
the payment of the full first premium in cash 
in 1904 were $231,580,000—a gain in twenty 
years of $184,959,000. 

The insurance in force on the 
; company in 1885 was $368,000,000. That was 
the insurance in force. It increased from year 
to year down to 1895, when the insurance 
force at that time was $898,000,000, but at that 
time we began, agp I say, the substitution of 
the plan of only reporting policies actually ac- 
cepted and paid for in cash.

That is what the company 
to do, and that is what I 
was put there to do when I was elected 
President of the company, to extend the | 
benefits of life insurance to every person 
who could be brought in, and if you| 
choose to put it so, whether at a tem- 
porary or a permanent expense to a man | 
already insured in the company made 
little difference.

No Idea of Profit.

“Dividends were not thought of ox 


cepting as they were reversionary, and to 
|@ certain extent what you call profit was | 
| not thought of, nor the element of expense 


was not thought of, because it was not | 
| conceived by those men in the early days. 

[They thought it was a mutual association | 
|for mutual benefit to bring not only my- 
self in that | might get a policy on my 
life and my wife and children might get | 
jit, but that in carrying out this beneficent | 
idea I should induce my friend, my neigh- 
| bor, and everybody else, or that an agent 
| Should be called upon to do it, and to get 
in everybody, and if it did necessitate 
an advance on my payments for a time 
or even an advance in premiums it did not 
matter. The object was based upon the 
; contention that every man ought to carry 
life insurance, that every man ought to 
| carry life insurance for the benefit of his 
family, the community, the world, and 
; civilization. That was the object of it, 
and that is why I say when you introduce 
the word ‘ profit’ in the foundation of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company the idea 
of profit was entirely absent. 

“The charter of the Mutual Life In- 
surance Company provided that when 
$500,000 insurance was subscribed and the 
er. paid then it should commence 

usiness without a dollar of capital or 
anything but that which was paid in by 
the premiums of those early promoters. 
They did not take it to make profit of it. 
I doubt whether one of them ever had 
any idea of what the result of it would 
be. They did it from the pure spirit of 
patentareny and benevolence to start a 
company which they believed would be a 
missionary enterprise, so to speak. 

‘That was the object of it. The charter 
of the Mutual Life Insurance Company 
provided that no premium ever paid into 
the company should ever be returned to 
anybody except in the form of revers- 
fonary insurance with the policy when it 
matured at the death of the insured, pro- 
vided that any person who ceased to pay 
his premiums to the og gg in 
defiance of the present idea of the in- 
herent right of policy holders to any part 
of their reserve of-any kind—it was not 
recognized by those early people who 
founded the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany—it provided that if a man ceased to 
|}pay his premium the whole money pre- 
| viously paid should be forfeited to the 
compuny and added to those policy hold- 
ers who persisted in remaining members 
of the company. 


Missionaries’ Salaries.

policy of life insurance that he is not doing it 
solely for his own benefit, but he-is par- 
ticipating in a great movement for the benefit 
of humanity at large and for every other per- 
son who comes in and takes a policy in that 
company, and in that way joins the great 
brotherhood. It is the basis of the fraternal 
orders, as I believe they are called, of elee- 
mosynary and other insurance, that the life 
insurance company is an eleemosynary institu- 
tion to a very large extent, I have always 
ne that all my life and I believe it to- 
ay. 

Q.~You understand of course that whatever 
philanthropy there may be in your undertaking 
it must have an economic basis? A.—Yes, but 
in @ great many philanthropies there is no 
economic basis, 

Q.—No doubt; but in the insurance philan- 
thropy it is essential that there should be an 
economic basis? A.—Yes. 

Q.—You don’t propose to give insurance away, 
do you? A.—No, although.some people say we 
do; we don’t do it if we can help ourselves. 

Q.—You don’t propose, for example, to ex- 
tend the benefits of insurance over the Orient 
at the danger of your company, at the éxpense 
of American policy holders? A.—No, I think 
that would be extremely injurious. 

Q.—Don't you know that it is necessary 
every time you issue a policy in any country 
to have a secure basis for the payment of 
whatever that contract may call for? A.—Oh, 
yes undoubtedly. 

Q.—Don’t you know that that basis will 
soon be rendered insecure if the expenses of 
your company exceed what_is allotted to the 
carrying on of the business? A.—If the com- 


expenses are attaining an undue’ relation to 
the other conditions of the company, of course 
it is no doubt about it—it is going to ruin— 
but when to-day or to-morrow something may 
turn up and make a change in the mortality 
rate, which you have probably seen, where all 
these diagrams show the varying experience of 
year by year, and all that sort of thing, if 
you are going to be secured every time the 
mortality rate goes up above the average, why 
you wouldn't do much life insurance. 


McCurdy Was Hampered. 
Mr. Hughes started another laugh by 
asking whether the philanthropic DrORO- | 
sition had figured largely in the’ circu- 


lars that the insurance company had 


issued to induce people to insure. Mr. 
McCurdy said he thought it had, ‘‘in- 
ferentially,’’ and that the early literature 
of the company all bore that instruction. 


Mr. Hughes asked about the literature for 
the past ten years, and the witness re- 
plied that the end and object of life in- 
surance had in recent years been wes?" 
much obscured by “an entirely improper 
view that it was to make money for the | 
individual, and not an institution in 
which all should participate for the com- 
mon good rather then selfish good of the 
individual.”’ 

“How has it happened,’”’ assed Mr. 
Hughes, ‘‘that this has been obscured 
while you, as President of your company, 
had full opportunity to make it clear?” 

“ Because,”’ said Mr. McCurdy, and he 
hesitated a moment, “I have done the 
best I could under the circumstances.”

Mr. Hughes agreed, and came back to 
the question of salaries, asking whether 
in the interest of the policy holders Mr.” 
McCurdy would draw any line as to the 
salaries paid. The witness replied that | 
there could be no line drawn as to sal- 
aries, except the appraisal put on the ser- 
vices of the executive officers by . the 
Trustees, and remarked: 

“You do not get executive officers of a 
life insurance company or leaders of the 
bar by the yard or by the bushel; they | 
are entitled to what they are worth, 
what they prove themselves to be worth.” 

Mr. M¢Curdy went on to say that sala- 
ries in the Mutual were-fixed by the sub- 
committee on salaries of the Committee on 
Finance, and that they did not come be- 
fore the board by reason of a practice 
which had existed from the days of his 
predecessor whereby the salarics were 
fixed in committee just befcre the annual 
meeting and handed down to the cashier. 
In the earlier days, he added, the list 
was made public and was productive of 
so much dissension and jealousy—and at 
one time actual disorder among the clerks 
—that the then President of the Mutual 
gave orders that the cashier should not 
disclose what the salaries were. 

“Among the principal officers,’ said 
Mr. McCurdy, “there is a feeling deli- | 
cacy and self-respect which prevents 
prying into their affairs, so that the fact 
is absolutely that unless through some 
accidental circumstance very few of the 
chief officers of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company know what the salaries 
of the other officers are.’’ 

Mr. Hughes wanted to know whether 
the Committee on Salaries consulted with 
Mr. McCurdy when they made any 
changes. 

* Yes, generally, but not of late years,” 
Mr. McCurdy replied. ‘I infer—but I 
don't want to lead you into by-ways, Mr. 
Hughes—I am a layman .and have long 
been out of the habit of concentrating my 
mind, perhaps I wander around and talk 
too much, but the fact is about four years 
ago—I believe it is—the great increase in 
the number of clerical force became a 
burden upon the Finance Committee 
They could not properly attend to the 
fixing of salaries of every clerk in the of- 
fice and scarcely the executive officers. 
They wanted to be relieved, as Trustees,

Mr. cCurdy replied: 


‘I think in order to arrive at a clear 
understanding of what my officjal duties 
are, and what the obligations°are that 
rest upon me, I ought to go back a little 
and explain somewhat the situation of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company in 
its office and administrative affairs, so 
that if I am under a responsibility it may 
be clearly shown; otherwise if I am not 
charged with it, no improper surmises 
may. be had. 

‘*T have in my hand the thirty-fifth an- 
nual report of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, printed-in the year 1878. Fred- 
erick 8. Winston at that time was the 
President of the company. In this annual 
report of the trustees to the policy hold- 
ers there is this statement referring to 
the company: 


It transacts its business under one corporate 
title and one executive head. If the amount of 
funds which it controls and manages were dis- 
tributed among fifty different corporations with 
capitals of from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 aplece, 
each of such companies would be deemed a 
powerful financial institution; but the com- 
@any, in fact, as at present administered, con- 
sists of several semi-independent organizations 


| under one executive management. 


For the information of such as may desire 
an account:of the routine business the follow- 
ing details are furnished: 


The financial department exercises func- 


tions of a loan and trust company with the care | 


and management, at that time, of $58,000,000. 

The department of mathematics is admin- 
istered by the actuary and two principal assist- 
ants, and is charged with the duty of [‘‘ thus 
and so,’’ Mr, McCurdy said.) 

In ordinary cases it is governed by gen- 
eral rules, but In the calculation and distri- 
bution of dividends it acts with the members 
of the Committee on Insurance, [‘‘ and so on.’’] 


‘‘Now the law department is under the 
responsible charge of the company’s so- 
licitor. 

In the fortieth annual report of _ the 
Mutual Life Insurance Compgny of New 
York in 1883, Mr. Frederick B. Winston 
being President, it is said: 

As the business has expanded it has been 
found necessary in order to secure efficiency 
and economy to send to several departments s0 
much of the business as properly belongs to 
each. These departments are substantially as 
follows: The executive department, the insur- 
ance department, the investment department, 
the law department, the mathematical depart- 
ment, the medical department, the actuarial de- 
partment, and the supply department. 

The allotment of the details of the company’s 
business to appropriate departments has proved 
of very great value, and then there is here 
substantially the repetition of the description 
of the functions exercised by the different de- 
partments to which I called attention in the 
report of a few years before. 

Now that was the organization of the com- 
pany as I found it when I succeeded to the 
Presidency. 

It was not a company of any one-man power, 
as has been said elsewhere, at any rate, if not 
here. It had been an organization of the dif- 
ferent functions exercised in the administration 
of the company into almost automatic bodies, 
acting within the sphere of general super- 
vision, harmoniously, each one conducting its 
appropriate share of the business as it saw fit. 
provided it did not clash with the charter of 
the company or the general rules laid down for 
the administration of those departments. It 
was substantlally—I will not say substantially—

Do you realize how much

Simply Paid by Percentages. 


A.—It makes not the slightest dif- 
ference to the company whether one general | 
agent in the City of New York made $200,000 | 
a year, or twenty general agents in the City | 
of New York made $1,000 a year; that would | 
be the result of doing the same amount of | 
business. They were paid for by a percentage 
of the business they got, and it was eminent- 
ly—it was simply a question, in the first 
place, of the amount of business that they 
turned in to the company, for which they were 
paid. If they had not done the business they 
would not get the profits. In the second 
Place, it was a question of what, like any 
other merchant, his business cost him—the 
question of what he paid for clerk hire, or 
what he paid for getting his business, all of 
which might vary, according to the sagacity, 
the general economy, and general knowledge 
of the man himself. For the company to pay 
up to that ameunt of commissions for that 
amount of business was eminently proper, and 
it did. not make a particle of difference whom 
they paid it to. 

Mr. Hughes reminded Mr. McCurdy that 
the profits of the general agent constitute 
the difference between the gross commis- 
sion he receives from the company on ‘the 
business done and the commissions he is 
obliged to pay to his sub-agents, plus his 
office expenses. Then he asked again 
whether Mr. McCurdy thought a general 
agent for New York ought to make as 
much as $200,000 a year, but the Mutual's 
President stuck to his former answer, say- 
ing that the details came under the 
charge of the general manager. The gen- 
eral manager of the Mutual is Robert H. 
McCurdy, who has already testified that 
he did not inquire into the profits of 
Raymond & Co., or into thise which his 
brother-in-law, Dr. Thébaud, made 
through his connection with the firm. 


No Right to Ask Thebaud. 
President McCurdy had answered that 
the circumstances of his son's connection 
with the Raymond firm were too remote 
to admit of recollection at this time. He

MAY BE A BANDIT’S TRICK. 


Belief That the Ear Sent to Monastir 
Was Not Cut from Mr. Wills. 


_. LONDON, Oct, 10.—Much anxiety is felt 
here regarding the fate of Mr. Wills, the 
recently employed by the 
Turkish Tobacco Revenue Department, 
who has been captured by brigands, and 
one of whose ears is said to have been 
received at the British Consulate at Mon- 
astir, with a letter saying that Wills 
be murdered unless the brigands 
received $5,000 not later than Oct. 14.

SCOUNDRELS, CRY MAGYARS. 


Rescript Proroguing Parliament De- 
nounced—Ministers Absent. 


BUDAPEST, Oct. 10.—Parliament was 
prorogued to-day by royal rescript until 
Dec. 19. Shouts of ‘‘ Scoundrels!’’ and 
similar epithets, mingled with queries of 
“Where is the Constitution?” greeted 
the reading of the rescript, but no Cab- 
inet Ministers were present to take note of 
the insults hurled at them. ; 

Count Julius Andrassy denounced the 
Ministers and read a comprehensive pro- 
test against the Government’s proced- 
ure. 

Count Stephen Tisza, the ex-Premier, 
followed with a brief speech explaining 
that he refused to continue the debate, 
which he considered tnadmissible after 
Parliament had been prorogued. Then, 
with his colleagues, the Count left the 
hall. 

A Socialist Deputy proposed that the 
rescript be disregarded and the debate 
continued, but this was ignored. Count 
Andrassy’s resolution was adopted prac- 
tically unanimously, and the Houge ad- 
journed. 

In the House of Magnates a motion pro- 
posed by Baron Ponay vigorously protest- 
ing against the repeated prorogations of 
Parliament was rejected after a debate 
of several hours, but the motion of Baron 
Booethy, expressing regret that the King- 
Emperor had again decided to prorogue 
the Diet and hoping for 4 solution of the 
present difficulties was unanimously 
adopted.

Ex-Senator John Ford, the nominee of 
the Municipal Ownership forces for Con- 
troller, was born in Orleans County on 
July 28, 1862. He spent his youth as a 
farm laborer. Later he went to work in 
a stone quarry at Medina. It was while 
he was’engaged in work as a stone ma- 
son that he determined to obtain a col- 
lege education. He at once began study- 
ing to that end, still keeping up his work 
in the quarry. Within fifteen months he 
had mastered sufficient Latin, Greek, and 
mathematics to enable him to enter col- 
lege 

After leaving college Mr. Ford became 
the editor of The Economist. He pub- 
lished the “Pocket Encyclopedia of Pro- 
tection "’ in that period. Later he hecame 
an editorial writer on The New York 
Press. In 1893 he gave up newspaper 
work to study law. 

In 1895 he was elected State Senator in 


the Nineteenth District, receiving a hand- }

was practically completed yes-

The list of statesmen was completed 
first. There were twenty-six in the list, 
but only two, John Quincy Adams and 
| James Madison, rose above the necessary 
In the “ Septimi’’ class there 
lwere no winners. Here again 61 votes 
| were’ necessary. The highest was Daniel 
Boone, with 385 votes. 

John Paul under the head of 
i“* Famous Americans of Foreign Birth,”’ 
| received 68 votes, while under the head of 
Statesmen, Alexander Hamilton was 
chosen with 87 votes. Under the sub- 
| division head, Scientists, Louis Agassiz 
| passed with 8&2 votes, The only woman 
nominee in the Scientists’ class was Marla 
Mitchell, who was elected, receiving 47 

votes. 

The tabulation of ballots was completed 
in the afternoon by the counting of the 
| votes of famous American women, one 
{of whom has already been.referred to. 
Only 87 ballots were cast, eight of the 
electors having asked to be excused from 
ivoting for the women. Chancellor 
| Cracken would not discuss this refusal. 

In the sub-class, Authors, no one was 
chosen, although many were. called, 
|The highest vote was for Louise May 
Alcott, who received 87. Others on. the 
jlist were Helen Hunt Jackson, Abigail 
Adams, and Maria Gowen Brooks. 

Two were elected in the sub-division 
| teachers. They were Mary Lyon, founder 
lof the Mount Holyoke Seminary, with 58 
|} votes, and Emma Willard, who founded 
| the Willard School at Troy, with 50. In 
| the sub-division of home and social work- 

ers there were thirteen names, but none 
| passed. Nor were there any winners in 
| the Septimi class. Sarah Bache, daughter 
of Benjamin Franglin and famous for her 
| work among the soldiers during the Revo- 
| lution, received 7 votes, 

Yesterday's names, added to those of 
| Monday, make a choice of eleven names 
during the election. Another election will 
be held in 1910.

Herman Kudlich Says Hahn 
Begged Him to Save Mrs. Duer. 


WAS A MOMENT TOO LATE 


She the Boat and 
Drowned Before Help Could 


Reach Her. 


Leaped from 


Capt. Wendel of the High Bridge Police 
Station received a letter from former 
Magistrate Herman C. Kudlich last even- 
ing, which in a measure clears up the case 
of Mrs, Kate Duer of 182 East Seventy- 
eighth Street, who was drowned in the 
| Harlem River Monday afternoon. The 
| letter seems to exonerate Charles Hahn, 
| the young man with whom she was row- 
ing and who was afterward arrested. 

Suspicion was not aroused against 
Hahn, who was a friend of Mrs. Duer and 
a companion of her husband, until Mrs. 
Duer’s mother, Mrs. Mary Messner of 233 
East Seventy-fifth Street, heard of the 
young woman's death. She told Capt. 
Wendel that her daughter had not lived 
happily with her husband, and that judg- 
ing by the threats he had made she hbe- 
lieved that he and Hahn had conspired to 
kill Mrs. Duer. 

Hahn and Duer were locked up over 
night, and yesterday afternoon Assistant 
District Attorney Chadwick examined a 
number of witnesses at the High Bridge 
Station House. Their evidence was 
| principally hearsay, and the parents of 
| the girl reiterated their story about the 
threats of the husband, but nothing 
further was learned.

Dear Sir: According to article in to-day 
Times, Charles Hahn is under arrest on a}

girl was drowned, and reached the spot a frac- | 
tion of a minute too late. The shouts of the 
man attracted my attention, and he begged 
me to save the girl, but by the time I 
reached the point she was drawn under the 
bow of the scow by the strong current, 
nothing could be done. 

The launch spoken of in the article came up|! 
a little later. I am under the impression that! 
| 1 saw Hahn and the woman, whom I could not |! 
identify, at the ‘‘ White House,’’ a floating | 
boat house, between Washiggton and High | 
Bridge, on my way up the river ten or fifteen/| 
minutes earlier. Inquiries ought to be made 
there. Whether he had two oars in the boat} 
or only one, I don’t know, as I saw only one, 
and shouted to him to use It. He did not seem 
| to understand me, and then I shouted to him 
{in German, when he, but too late, picked up 
one oar. Even then he did not know what to 
do with it, and drifted down the river shout- 
| ing until picked up by the launch. 

I may add that the man’s conduct and ac- 
tion did not, In my opinion, indicate criminal 
intent, though I think he could have saved her 
if he had exercised his judgment more, and 
done less shouting. HERMAN C. KUDLICH.

The bankers must | 
be condemned for policies which result | 
in public disaster, and must not rely 
excessively upon assistance from the 
Treasury Department in hard places 
created by their own acts. We agree. 
We even extend the saying to the 
Treasury administration.

Nothing prevents applying the;

These are but a few of the defects of 
our mongrel monetary and currency 
systems for which the Executive and 
the Congress are responsible. We have

It is oppressed 
for the profit of other sections. 
the remedy for its grievance, the re- 
moval of its oppression, would be a di- 
rect and enduring advantage to the en- 
| tire Nation. 





AND BONAPARTE. 

For some years now the conviction 
has been growing on the Continent of 
BHurope that all Americans are both 
very rich and very credulous. An Amer- 
ican, by the force of the term, both has 
vast possessions and is very easily part- 
ed from them. Thirteen ye&rs ago 
or thereabout this conception was most 
amusingly illustrated by the Duke 
of VERAGUDA, the lineal descendant of 
CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS, who was en- 
tertained by this municipality for a pe- 
riod of weeks, living at American ex- 
pense like a fighting cock, according 
to our vulgar locution, or, perhaps ac- 
cording to his own, like one of those 
fighting bulls which it was his avoca- 
tion to breed.

But what mainly makes us wonder 
at these impecunious and importunate 
descendants of the Marshal is that they 
should have applied to Mr. BONAPARTB 
to support them, upon the ground that 
it was to help Napoizon that their an- 
cestor, if he was their ancestor, broke 
his faith and became a traitor.

MODERN BASEBALL. 


The playing of the series of games be- 
tween the respective champions of the 
two professional leagues. of baseball 
gives in some ways a better notion of the 
modern development of the game than 
the contests which resulted in choosing 
them champions. In other ways, in at 
least in one other way, not so good. As 
to each other these two teams are at 
the beginning of the season, since they 
have not encountered one another as 
wholes before. Hence the absence of 
that element of interest which the 
jJearned would call the psychological 
and the unlearned the poker-playing 
interest. By the end of the season, 
among,members of the same league, 
the pitchers have learned something of 
the personal equation of the batsmen 
with whom they do battle, and the 
batsmen have more or less “ got on to 
\the curves”’ of the pitchers. But these 


But | two teams confront each other for the 


first time, as it were, in a primeval 
Eden of baseball. Of course the ad- 
vantage of this novelty is mafnly on 
the side of the pitchers, and adds its 
sum of more to that which had too 
much, seeing that scientific a@nd pro- 
fessional baseball is too much of a 
‘pitchers’ game” without it 

That is the lesson which the rusty 
old-time “rooter,” who has not seen 
any baseball,.. say, since Warp’s 
“Giants ” won the deciding.series from 
McGraw’s “Orioles,” mainly derives 
from the observation of these latest 
struggles. The pitcher is really of too 
much account, and the rest of the 
“outfit” of too little. They are the 
pawns and he is the queen. Rather he 
is the matador, the primo tenore, even 
the prima donna. His power, to bor- 
row the magniloquent language of the 
eighteenth century about that of the 
British’ Crown, “has increased, is ‘in- 
creasing, and ought to be diminished.” 
MATHEWSON distinctly won Monday’s 
game. BPNDER as distinctly won yes- 
terday’s. The other players, absolute 
perfection as they almost were in their 
places in the field or behind the bat, 
had no more chance to affect the result 
than the ball-bearing umpire, not so 
much as the umpire would have !f he 
did not go in wholesome fear of that 
personal violence which might. possibly 
be advantageously introduced as an 
element into the criticism of life insur- 
ance companies in the interest of the 
poligy holders. 

In a way, the pitcher deserves all 
that comes to him. His skill is mar- 
velous. Batting and fielding show no 
great advance over a decade ago, being 
then already almost perfection.

The peaceable 
citizen would as soon think of standing 
to be shot at by a small calibre rifle as 
by one of these new-fangled ballistas 
of a pitcher, with his tremendous -nuz- 
zie velocity and his correspondingly 
flat trajectory, to say nothing of those 
curves which the spectator from the

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


It is a little difficult to 
tell from what Dr. H. W. 
Winey, the Agricultural 
Department expert, said 
about canned foods in 
his address before the Medical Associa- 
tion whether he {ntended a general con- 
demnation of all such foods or only a 
condemnation of most of them as they 
are now prepared with the assistance of 
various chemical preservatives, all more 
or less injurious to health when used for 
long periods. Opinions, even those of the 
experts, differ widely on this subject. 
The companigs engaged in the preparation 
of these foods never have any difficulty 
in finding presumably reputable and com- 
petent authorities to commend their wares 
as innocuous, but their conclusions are 
vehemently traversed by many besides Dr, 
WILEY, who apparently speak with as 
much both of honesty and knowledge. In 
the uncertainty thus created the layman 
is apt to fall back on his conviction that 
the conditions of modern life, with its 
populations so much concentrated in 
groups ranging from large to enormous, 
make the universal consumption of fresh 
food practically, impossible and the con- 
sumption of large am@unts of food in one 
way or another preserved from its natur- 
al decomposition a practical necessity of 
the time. We all know that none of the

devices by which meats, vegetables, and | 


fruits can be carried long distances and 
kept for long periods improves their quality 
as judged by the palate, we know that 
many of them seriously deteriorate them, 
and we suspect that some of them are 
actively harmful, but the-fact remains 
that our great cities could hardly be fed 
without the help of the chemist, the can- 
ner, and the various forms of cold stor- 
age, and none of us is prepated to accept 
the restrictions of diet that would be {m- 
posed by an abandonment of the dubious 
“improvements” which science has 
brought into the provision trade. That 
being the case, would not Dr. WiLzy and 
his fellows be more profitably employed 
if, instead of casting the gloom of their 
criticism over all the methods of food 
preservation, they told us more about the 
safest of these methods and then devoted 
their large talents to the bettering of tlfe 
present best? Unless the movement from 
the cities to the country assumes. much 
greater proportions than there is the 
slightest present probability Ahat it,ever 
will assume, humanity is under the stern- 
est of compulsions to adapt its internal 
machinery to the pretty constant use of 
foods that have passed through a good 
many hands, and have been a good while 
in doing it. The transition period will be 
painful and expensive, but what must be 
must be, and man has more than once in 
his long history endured greater changes 
and successfully adjusted himself to con- 
ditions that killed their millions and 
threatened to exterminate the race. He 
can do it again, and the more help he 
gets from wise and disinterested experts 
ihe easier the task will be.

of “life” gnd “ electricity,” an eminent, 
physician made the other day the de- 
cidedly startling statement that “ elec- 
tricity, beyond its uge to heat a bit of 
platinum wire for cautery, is of no defi 
nite therapeutic value, except for its 
psychic, or suggestive, effect on the hys- 
teric and neurasthenic, Honest men,” he 
added, “are fooled by the talk about the 
wonders of electricity, and dishonest men 
utilize the delusions of their betters for 
the fooling of the creduloys.”” Wher 
asked if the statement could be printed 
he qualified {t a. bit and warned his as- 
tonished hearer. that trouble might fol- 
low. His considered remarks were to 
about this effect: A respectable number 
of respectable doctors are convinced. of 
the utility of electricity in many condi- 
tions.. They are rather hazy in their 
ideas,.to be sure, and unable to tell what 
happens when they apply the mysterious 
agent, but they are none the less sure of 
its good effects. Denial of the soundness 
of their views would raise a howl of pain, 
and, as for the charlatans who do their 
swindling with the help of elaborate elec- 
trical apparatus, of course they would be 
frantic with rage if the source of their 
easy profits were cut off. Yet it is true 
that there ig little definite knowledge on

With George Bernard Shaw it becomes 
more@and more evident that it is all in 
our point of*view. Tie him down to the 
narrow conventions of a conventionally 
restricted theatre and there,is always a 
sense of disappointment in hi& acted plays 
—least marked, perhaps, in a case like 
“ Candida,"’ where he seems to be telling 
his story for the pure fun of the telling— 
most pronounced when, as in “‘ Man and 
Superman,” he rides a hobby to the very 
farthest ditch. 

We have always believed in the thea- 
tre as a theatre; its conventional rules 
and regulations are the safeguards which 
| time and experience create and develop 
po necessities of every art. But such 
is the tantalizing insistence of Mr. Shaw 
that he makes us doubt even the wisdom 
of our own beliefs. Seriously, however, 
the real fact of the matter is that Mr. 
Shaw 1s the exception to prove the rule. 
His humor is so scintillant, his wit so 
) dazzling, his intellectuality so enveloping, 
that he defies all the ordinary processes. 
We might be sorry if he were not what 
he is. Certainly the theatre would be in- 
finiteiy poorer for his absence. Form- 
less as are his plays, there is reason for 
thankfulness in his mere willingness to 
place his work before us in some sort of 
shape suggestive of the drama, 

The fact of the matter is, the plays of 
George Bernard Shaw, whenever they are 
acted, call for a more open mind than is 
usually either expedient or necessary in 
a dramatic review. He is not to be cut 
up and weighed, labeled, and delivered 
according to the ordinary processes of 
'ramatic criticism. To subject him to 
any such processes is to argue one’s self 
incompetent. 

These facts, evident heretofore, im- 
press themselves with peculiar emphasis 
in the presence of ‘‘ John Bull’s Other 
Island,’’ which had its American pre- 
mier at the Garrick last night. Our au- 
| diences may take exception to the Eng- 
jlish verdict that it is the best of Shaw's 
| plays, but if such exception does prevail 
the reason will not be far to seek. To 
imany Liberalism and Toryism are only 
|names—even to those whose acquaintance 
|with British politics is not the limited 
| general knowledge gleaned from the Lon- 
; don /dispatches, their discussion in the 
| theatre is not necessarily entertajning. 

But there was applause and laughter 
last night—much of both. And there was 
something more—a sense of respect in the 
presence of Mr. Shaw’s unfrocked priest 
which we do not remember any of his 
|characters to Laye created heretofore 
Certainly the playvright has never sound- 
ed a sincerer note than that which comes 
with the priest’s poignant arraignment of 
the so-called “efficiency” of modern 
progress, 

For American audiences whatever de- 
light there is in ‘‘ John Bull’s Other Isl- 
and ”’ will come from the playwright’s ca- 
pacity for hitting heads wherever he sess 
one standing. The Coney Island barker 
with his balls and wooden dummies 
would be promptly *enkrupt if such 
marksmanship were common. Shaw nev- 
ler misses. . In this play he lands on the 
English head as surely as, on the Irish. 
Exposing the dull, complacent, hollow, 
peattes virtue of the one, he is none thy 

ess ready to lay bare the self-deluding’ 
sentimentality of the other. 

One cannot tell the story of ‘ John 
Bull’s Other Island” because, as these 
things go, there is no story to tell. Nora 
Reilly's love of Larry Doyle is only an in- 
cident to the main theme; Thomas Broad- 
bent’s wooing and winning of the same 
fair maid is only important as illustrat- 
ing ths Broadbent character. Through- 
out we have the splendid contrast of 
Larry, the disillusioned lrishman, laugh- 
ing at the sentimentality of his own race, 
haranguing against the imaginativeness 
which saps its strength and energy. 
Broadbent, tne stodgy, ambitious English- 
man, believes in it all, or 1s willing to 
pretend to sucn belief, since his interests 
are steadfly advanced by reason of it. 

There is a fine passage in the first act, 
splendidly spokeneby Mr. Daly, in which 
the popular notion of a poetical Erin is 
exploded, in which the real truth of the 
situation, as Mr. Shaw conceives it, is 
laid bare. He would like to see Ireland 
the *‘ brains of a big empire, not the Rob- 
inson Crusoe land” of sentimental fic- 
tionists. 

Passage after passage develops the nar- 
row bigotry—again Bernard Shaw’s view- 
point—of the Church, its superstitions, 
jealousies, ambitions, and its power. To 
this end the author introduces two priests 
—Father Dempsey, the man of influence 
and authority, and Peter Keegan, unrec. 
nized because he has given absolution toa 
black man. Both of these parts are ex- 
traordinarily weil played at the Garrick, 
Mr. Prico’s Father Dempsey being a 
splendid study and Mr. Farren’s Keegan 
a little masterpiece of intelligence, sympa- 
thy, and sincerity. 

The play has not the superficial bright-' 
ness of some of the others, and the wit 
lies further from the surface. But it is a 
poor mentality indeed that. will confess 
itself unable to get a good deal of enter- 
tainment from it. The main idea is to 
present the characteristics of the typical 
Englishman in surroundings typically 
Irish—to contrast the. characteristics of 
the two:races. Both appear ridiculous in 
the process—partly because of Mr. Shaw’s 
capacity for humorous CRASSOLASON, part- 
ly because underneath this exaggeration 
we discern general truths of form and 
spirit. 

Broadbent, for instance, accompanies 
Larry to his home, which he is revisiting 
after a lapse of eighteen years. The little 
Roscullen cottage is crowded, and Broad- 
bent makes his bed on a sofa in the parlor. 
During the night one of the legs 
of the sofa comes out of its socket and 
Broadbent is precipitated in @ heap. ‘‘ You 
mustn't mind,” says Larry, “ it used to do 
the same thing eighteen’ years ago.’ 
| There in a phrase is the Shaw perspective 
}on the Irish happy-go-lucky, day in and 
, day out carelessness and procrastination. 

“Tre we can't have men of honor let us 
have men of ability,” argues Larry. He is 
out of patience with the pothouse patriot- 
jism.. He wants actions, not words and 
sentiments. He hates the English virtu- 
ous pose, but he admires and embraces 
that nation’s “ efficiency.” 

There is a capital seene in which the 
landlord question is_ debated most agree- 
| ably. Matt Haffigan has suffered under the 
| old system of ‘ oppression,”’ But now that 
|} he owns his own plot of ground he fears 
| the reforms that his class has been loudly 
| demanding. This part, somewhat too 
| noisily exploited by Mr. Findlay, provides 
a view on a broadly applicable phase of 
human selfishness. Matt, like some of 
| the others, is at first strongly in favor of 
{sending Larry to Parliament. But the 
boy leaves no illusions in Matt's mind. 
Broadbent, however, has no_ scruples. 
His attitude is plain enough. Discussing 
the canvassing with his Irish fiancée, he 
{S$ met by her reluctance to talk to the 
“common” people., ‘‘Oh, but we must 
be thoroughly democratic,” he cries, ‘‘ and 
patronize everybody without distinction.” 

This is not stage humor in the ordinary 
sense; it is just Mr. Bernard Shaw’s de- 
lightfully enlarged way of putting things, 
but it gets home. In everything Broad- 
bent says and does we have the rev J 
| lumbering type of Britisher. Broadbent in 
| politics, roadbent in love, Broadbent in 
| his relations with the Church and State, 
| Broadbent, in fact, in all the varied ac- 
‘tivities of his existence. Especially is 
| Broadbent amusing in his love making, 
j when he defines to a bag Dg vg the. 
dimensions of the manly c fit to bear

r. Mitchell's performance of Broad- 
bent, excellent in some respects, seemed 
at times too vociferous, too explosive. 
But we have not seen the stage di- 
rections. Mr. Shaw pateraly knows his 
Englishmen and his instructions may be 
explicit. As regards Mr. Daly’s Larry 
Doyle it can truthfully be said that it is 
the best thing the actor has done. His 
brogue is delightfully genuine. He resists 
the temptation for the most part to listen 
to the sound of his own voice, heretofore 
a flaw in his impersonations, and _he 
moves throughout as we imagine Mr. 
Shaw would have him move. e others 
are generally in the picture, Mr. Smith, 
Mr, Crosby, and especially Mr. Tyler, be- 
ing excellent. . 

rystal Herne adds a touch of beauty 
and plays discreetly and with charm. 

The play as it stands is much too long. 
Many of its best passages suffer from Mr. 
Shaw's tendency to allow his eloquence 
to carry him too far. But on the whole 
it ought to provide a very exceptional 
entertainment for people whose sense of 
fun is iot confined to the familiar antics 
of much that passes for humor in these 
days.

WOMEN TEACHERS ANGRY. 


Back Miss Goessling In Her Fight for 
an Equal Salary Law. 


The fight for the equalization of men 
and women teachers’ salaries, which was 
started last Spring by Miss Anna Louise 
Goessling, a Brooklyn teacher, was re- 
newed yesterday at a meeting of the 
| Class Teachers’ Association, held at Pub- 
lic School No. 15, in Brooklyn. 

Bitter attacks were made by Miss 
Goessling and her associates against the 
male teachers in the association. The 
men teachers were openly accused of 
trying to intimidate their feminine co- 
workers and of getting their own sala- 
ries increased. 

“The men reaped the benefit of the 
Davis law,’’ said Miss Goessling, ‘ but 
the expenses for this legislation were 
paid out of a fund to which both men and 
women contributed alike. 

“We will fight this to a finish,’’ she 
said. ‘** Equal pay for equal work’ ts 
our slogan, and we will not give up until 
the women teachers of this city receive 
the same salary as the men.” 

The meeting started with the reading of 
the minutes of the meeting of May 9. 
Personalities had been indulged in by the 
men teachers at that meeting, and the 
text of their speeches, together with the 
hisses, were incorporated by Miss Goess- 
ling in the minutes which were read yes- 
terday. This caused a storm of protest 
from the defenders of the male teachers. 

“I move that all irrelevant matter be 
stricken from the minutes before they are 


approved,” said Miss Gray, a teacher in 
Public School No. 25. 

“If these minutes cause chagrin, tHe 
future looks more hopeful,” retorted an- 
other teacher. 

A heated discussion followed, in which 
Cushing manuai was referred to, and a 
{motion was then adopted revising the 
minutes to the exclusion of all irrele- 
vant matter. The teachers appointed a 
committee of five to revise the constitu- 
tion of their association, and hereafter 
they probably will contribute to no legis- 
lation which is not aimed to give them 
equal benefits with the men.

| Subscription. Each holder of 100 sharés 
of Great Northern preferred who disposes 
of his rights, say, at 85, receives the 
}equivalent of a 35 per cent. cash divi- 
|dend as a result of the increase in_the 
company’s capital stock. 

In his circular to the stockholders Pres- 
jident Hill says: 

“Since March, 1901, when the last issue 
|of the capital stock of this company was 
loffered to you for subscription, the rapid 
| expansion of the business of your com- 
pany has made necessary large expendi- 
|tures fom new lines and property. For a 
| portion of such expenditures your Direct- 
lors authorized financial arrangements of 
|a temporary character, on account of the 
litigation in which your company was 
then involved. 

“That litigation being ended, it is con- 
sidered advisable that permanent pro- 
vision should now be substituted for such 
temporary arrangements, and that funds 
be provided to pay for additional equip- 
ment, for the stocks and bonds, or both, 
| of your subsidiary companies, and for such 
other securities and property as the ex- 
pansion of the system may require and 
your Board of Directors may authorize 
from time to time to be acquired. 

“Believing that funds for these pur-

To be Gathered by the Secretary of 
the Sectlon—WIII Be an Index of 
the Country’s Prosperity. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—More than 
| 2,000 bankers have registered their at- 
tendance at the thirty-first annual ses- 
sion of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, which will convene in the New Na- 
tional Theatre here to-morrow. Meetings 
of several sections of the association were 
held to-day, when important action af- 
fecting various phases of the banking in- 
terests was taken. 

At the meeting of the Trust Company 
| section the question of Federal control 
of trust companies was referred to some- 





ly in advocacy of it, but each speaker 
voiced a decided sentiment in favor of 
adequate inspection. 

The Savings Bank Section voted to 
make an experiment in taking statistics 
of savings accounts throughout the coun- 
|try. A Publicity Section was organized 
and various committee meetings were 
held. 

To-night the officers and Executive 
Council of the assoclation were the guests 
| of the local bankers at a banquet at the 
New Willard Hotel. 

In his annual address to the Trust 
Company Section to-day, President Pot- 
| ter said he did not wish to go on record 
as to whether or not there should be 
Federal control of trust companies, but 
|he wished emphatically to urge “ fre- 
cuent and rigid examinations, whether 
State or Federal,”’ 

President EB. J. Stellwagen of the Union 
Trust Company of Washington wanted 
the section to raise its standard for 
greater charter requirements along the

it impossible for disaster born of care- 
lessness, fraud, or corruption to overtake 
trust companties.”’ 

It was stated by Clark Williams of New 
York, Vice President of the committee, 
to secure State legislation for supervision 
of trust companies and to prohibit the 
use of the word “trust’’ by organiza- 
tions which are not monetary corpora- 
tions, that twenty-one States had specific 
supervision laws respecting trust com- 
panies, while four States—Arkansas, 
Ohio, Tennessee, and Virginia—had no 
laws whatever as to trust companies. In 
these four States were 112 trust com- 


pauses, and in the twenty-one States hav- 
ng laws were 751 companies, showing 
that 76 per cent. of the trust companies 
ot the comme were it.gulated by State 
legislation, ine States now prohibited 
the use of the word “trust” by other

It was stated by B. T. Perrine, General 
Manager of the Audit Company of New 
York, that at the present time there were 
1,547 trust companies in the United 
States having resources 
$3,802,000,000; 5,757 National banks, with 
resources of $7,472,000,000, and 1,157 sav- 
ings bani.s, with $3,175,000,000; that the 
total active life insurance resources were 
something less than $2,500,000,000; that 
the currency in the United States Treas- 
ury was $2,885,000,000, and that the com- 
mercial value of steam railways was $11,- 
250,000,000." From these figures it was 
deduced that the trust companies retain 
one-tenth of the banking power of the 
world, estimated at $33, 000,000,000. 

The Savings Ban Section was ad- 
dressed by its Chairman, Charles BE. 
Sprague, President of the Union Savings 
Institution of New York. He defined the 
specific function of savings banks as dis- 
tinguished from the general banking busl- 
ness. They were, he said, the keepers of 
the savings of the industrial classes of 
the country, while bankers were the cus- 
todians of the money of the business and 
manufacturing interests. He urged the 
necessity of annual statistics regarding 
savings banks. Now, he said, these sta- 
tistics were not segregated as a rule from 
the general banking business, and were 
therefore valueless as data on which to 
form conclusions regarding savings 
banks. * 

W. B. Ridgley, Controller of the Cur- 
rency, advocated some system of Federal 
control of savings banks, although, he 
said, this should not be “ interference,” 
but “intervention” 

The Savings Bank Section unanimously 
decided to begin the taking of statistics 
of money in savings banks, &c. These 
statistics are to be gathered by the Sec- 
retary of the section through the co-oper- 
ation of the banks which are members. 
The fire: statisiics called for are to show 
the amount of money on deposit, the num- 
ber of depositors, and the amount of in-

The reading of the clause was a sur-| 
prise to some of those who had come to | 
attend the funeral services of Mr. Catt, | 
but this desire had been known to his! 
wife and his intimate friends for some | 
years, 

In ideas, both Mr. Catt and his wife, 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, 
Suffragist leader, have always been in/} 
advance of current notions.

H, Mayne of 139 Bay Seventeenth Street, |

tended him in his last illness, he often;
